President Flies 
To Hawaii for 
Allied Meeting

WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi- 


dent Johnson has agreed to di- 
rect contacts on peace between 
North Vietnamese and U.S. rep- 
resentatives and will fly to Ha- 
waii late tonight to discuss 
peace and war prospects with 
top American officials from Sai- 
gon. 


Washington is understood to 


have messaged Hanoi informing 
the government of President Ho 
Chi Minh of U.S. readiness to 
meet for initial contacts on 
peace talks. 


First Contact 


Officials indicated the first 


Hanoi-Washington 
c o n t a c t 


would probably be between top 
U.S. and North Vietnamese dip- 
lomats in Moscow, Vientiane, 
Laos, or some other capital 
where both countries have em- 
bassies. 


The first purpose, in the U.S. 


view, would be to set a time and 
place for actual talks on scaling 
down the war and eventually ne- 
gotiating a settlement. 


The situation has developed 


with such speed since Johnson 
ordered a partial halt in the 
bombing of North Vietnam Sun- 
day night that even 'surprised 
U.S. government leaders are not 
quite sure what will happen 
next. 


They voiced cautious 
opti- 


mism about peace prospects but 
appeared by no means certain 
the United States and North 
Vietnam can actually reach an 
agreement soon. 


No Concessions 


As if in response to their 


doubts, North Vietnam's Com- 
munist newspaper warned the 
United States today not to ex- 
pect any concessions in return 
for a total bombing halt. 


The paper, Nhan Dan,, in a 


statement 10 hours after the Ha- 


noi announcement, said John- 
son's speech Sunday "and the 
subsequent acts of the U.S. ag- 
gressors have made it clear that 
the U.S. government remains 
obstinate and has not given up 
its sinister design of aggression 
against South Vietnam, which is 
manifest right in Johnson's 'lim- 
ited bombing' concerning North 
Vietnam." 


Prior 
to this 
statement— 


which reached Washington only 
early today—the Washington- 
Hanoi agreement to talk after 
years of continuously expanding 
war was regarded in Washing- 
ton as a great breakthrough to- 
ward eventually ending the con- 
flict. 


'Establish Contacts'

were lifting the long siege of 
Khe Sanh as evidence of good 
intentions in preliminary peace 
talks. 


However, about 80 rounds of 


enemy artillery and mortar fire 
hit Khe Sanh and Marines strik- 
ing out from the base were re- 
ported engaged in fighting with 
the North Vietnamese in the 
hills to the west. 


Link by Night 


A U.S. spokesman said he ex- 


pected some of the 20,000-man 
relief force to link up with the 
6,000 Marines inside Khe Sanh

fortress, now in its llth week. 


Marines and helicopter-borne 


air cavalrymen were pushing in 
three prongs toward the base. 
Reports from the field said they 
were encountering sporadic ar- 


tillery and mortar fire but little 
other resistance. 


A company from the 3rd Ma- 


rine Division was the spearhead 
of the drive. After 
advancing 


along Highway 9 on the north- 
east, helicopters landed them 
northwest of the base and they 
were reported about half a mile 
away from the barbed-wire peri- 
meter. 


Men of the 1st Air Cavalry Di- 


vision pushed up from south of 
he base and were reported 
within 2.5 miles of their goal by 
midafternoon. 


The bulk of the relief force, 


more Marine infantrymen and 
an engineer convoy, found the 
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going tougher as they struggled 
west along the long-closed High- 
way 9. They had to stop repeat- 
edly while engineers repaired 
bridges and the road. 


By noon today they were 5.5 


miles east of the base. 


"Khe Sanh or Bust," said a 


sign on an equipment trailer. 


Senior U.S. officers were puz- 


zled by the lack of resistance 
the relief force was meeting. 
They had expected savage fight- 
ing.

Storm Rips Through Midwest

A monster storm punched its 


way through the midcontinent 
today after raking the middle 
Mississippi Valley with death- 
dealing tornadoes and burying 
parts of the Great Plains in a 
blizzard. 


Thirteen persons were killed 


and scores injured Wednesday 
night in a rash of tornadoes 
which churned out of the storm 
system and ripped hardest, at 
Arkansas and Tennessee. Heavy 
rain accompanying the twisters 
brought a threat of flash flood- 
ing in northeastern Arkansas. 


Foot-deep snows spilling out 


of the massive storm were 
whipped into 6-foot drifts by 50- 
mile-an-hour 
winds 
and 
left 


much of Wyoming and adjacent 
parts of Colorado and Nebraska 
virtually paralyzed. Helicopters 


and snow plows moved out at 
daybreak in search of hundreds 
of stranded motorists and iso- 
lated ranchers. 


Mercury Drops 


Temperatures 
plummeted 


sharply in the wake of the 
storm. 
Cold-wave 
warnings 


were issued for much of the cen- 
tral plains. Heavy-snow warn- 
ings were out ahead of the 
storm 
in the Dakotas and 


Minnesota. 


Hardest hit by the outbreak of 


tornadoes and high winds was 
Arkansas, which counted six 
dead. 
Authorities 
searched 


through the night for other pos- 
sible victims in wooded areas 
and rural communities in the 
eastern half of the state. As 
many as six twisters struck that 
section in a two-hour period. 


The severe 
weather later 


skipped across the Mississippi 
River and unleashed a wave of 
:ornadoes on western Tennes- 
see. Two persons died when a 
twister smashed a house at Ato- 
ka, 30 miles north of Memphis. 
Ambulances shuttled 30 to 40 
victims to the Memphis Naval 
Air Station Hospital with var- 
ious injuries after a tornado 
struck a mobile-home park at 
Millington, north of Memphis. 


Two blocks of homes and a 


church were leveled and five 
persons were injured in a torna- 
do that hit the Vincent commu- 
nity west of West Memphis, 
Ark. Nine homes were demol- 
ished and six persons were in- 
jured at Crawfordsville, Ark., a 
few miles farther west.

Satellite in Wrong Orbit 
3 Engines Fail in Saturn 5 
Launching; Man-to-Moon 
Program May be Delayed 


The Saturn 5 Rocket with a dummy three-man Apol- 


lo spacecraft lifts from the pad at Cape Kennedy today. 


CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. (AP) 


— The third stage of America's 
Saturn 5 super-rocket failed to 
restart in space today after two 
second stage engines quit ear- 
lier in a troubled flight that 
could delay the country's man- 
to-lhe-moon program. 


Despite the premature shut- 


down of the second stage en- 
gines, other engines took up the 
slack and the world's most pow- 
erful rocket shoved into orbit 
the satellite weighing 132 tons. 
The satellite consists of an un- 
manned, 28-ton, Apollo 6 moon 
ship, a dummy lunar landing 
capsule and the third stage. 


Wrong Orbit 


In all, the Saturn 5 has 11 en- 


gines: five first stage, five sec- 
ond stage and one third stage 
engine. 


The rocket propelled the huge 


load into orbit but it was the 
wrong orbit—110 miles too high. 


If the Apollo 6 had carried 


men, e mission to the moon 
would have been aborted, said 


an official of the National Aero- 
nautics and Space Administra- 
tion. After the malfunction of 
the second stage, too little fuel 
remained to propel the craft 
outward to the moon. 


And he said the later failure 


of the third stage to restart 
would have prevented a moon 
shot in any event. 


The restart was attempted 


more than three hours into Lhe 
flight after the satellite had cir- 
cled the globe twice. 


"We did not get a re-ignition," 


the mission control center re- 
ported. 


Controllers immediately or- 


dered the Apollo 6 separated 
from the third stage. This was 
done successfully.

the 


space craft engine—instead of 
the dead third stage engine- 
was called upon to propel the 
craft to a point 13,832 miles in 
space.

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The Broadcast From Hanoi 


The announcement by radio broadcast 


from Hanoi Wednesday is most difficult to 
evaluate immediately and at this distance, 
but it must be construed as an answer to 
President Johnson's announcement Sunday 
night and it is positive at least to the extent 
that for the first time North Vietnam has 
offered to send representatives to meet 
with United States representatives. 


The announced intention of Ho Chi 


Minh's government is to limit the talks at 
such a meeting to an unconditional halt to 
U.S. bombing of North Vietnam. But the 
Hanoi government holds out the carrot that 
this could lead to eventual peace talks. 


There really is no indication of anv 


change in Hanoi's basic position, that of 
demanding an unconditional and perma- 


nent halt to bombing and other military 
attacks on that country. But the Hanoi 
government is apparently now willing to at 
least meet with us to talk. 


President Johnson and the State De- 


partment obviously feel that it is worth 
pursuing Hanoi's offer to meet and talk 
and apparently initial contacts will be made 
soon. 


In our present mood of confusion and 


even desperation over Vietnam, it is easy 
to read too much into Hanoi's intentions 
and jump to the conclusion that peace is 
just around the corner. 


These are just the first cautious moves 


in what could turn out to be a long drawn- 
out game of diplomatic chess. And only 
the slightest feeling of optimism is justified 
at this point.

Amending the Constitution 


Approval of four 
additional 
amend- 


ments to the state constitution by the vot- 
ers of Wisconsin Tuesday offered additional 
evidence that the electorate will respond 
constructively when properly informed of 
the need for modernization of the state's 
charter document. 


Two of the four amendments could well 


have been confusing or controversial or 
both. As a matter 
of fact 
the 
one 


authorizing the appropriation of additional 
funds 
for forest protection had been 


defeated on two previous occasions. And 
the other removing the prohibition against 
annual legislative sessions had been op- 
posed by influential taxpayer groups. 


When the 1967 legislature 
convened 


there were over a dozen proposals pending 
for modernization of the constitution. There 
was considerable concern among legisla- 


tors over the possibility of that many 
amendments being approved by the voters, 
particularly since tradition has it that 
voters normally vote No on referenda 
which they do not thoroughly understand. 


But eight such proposals were put 


before the voters in the April election a 
year ago, and all were approved. Now 
another four have received endorsement. 
There are several yet remaining, which will 
be put to referenda in the November 
elections. 


Several years ago there was mounting 


pressure for calling a state constitutional 
convention to achieve these changes, a 
proposal which carries as much potential 
for bad as for good. Now in the light of the 
favorable action of the voters on twelve 
amendments in two years such a conven- 
tion appears to be unnecessary. 


Are Protest Marches Still Constructive? 


There was another protest march in 


Memphis last week, the day after the one 
that was accompanied by rioting, fights 
between Negroes and police, the death of 
one Negro boy, almost a hundred injuries 
and finally the calling of the National 
Guard. The second march was a peaceful 
one but the chances for violence accom- 
panying other demonstrations seem to be 
growing. 


In Milwaukee violence about the con- 


tinued marches by Father Groppi and the 
youth commandos has generally come from 
anti-Negro white residents. But in Mem- 
phis, the Negro youth were out of control 
and 
leaders of the 
nonviolent 
march 


conceded that they had never really been 
under control. And this is the situation that 
bodes ill for the future. 


Understandably many Negroes have 


come to feel that their grievances are 
redressed only when the 
white 
commu- 


nity is frightened enough by threats or 
examples of violence to take remedial 
action. There is no question but that racial 
discrimination and contempt is the main 
background reason for Negro violence as 
they seek some way of ending their 
frustrations. 


But the incident in Memphis should 


bring reconsideration of the so-called non- 
violent protests by Negro leaders, particu- 
larly the one planned by the Reverend Mar- 


tin Luther King in Washington later this 
month. The reaction by whites, including 
police, to the real nonviolent marches in 
the earlier days of demonstrations for civil 
rights woke up much of the concerned 
white community to the extent of official 
racial discrimination against Negroes, par- 
ticularly in the south. But if Negro leaders 
no longer can control rebellious or even 
criminal elements within their own ranks, 
the day of accomplishing anything through 
the marches is over. 


We have consistently pointed out that it 


is the responsibility of law enforcement 
officials to protect the rights of nonviolent 
marchers and demonstrators from those 
who would attack them. Conversely it is the 
responsibility of those who lead 
the 


demonstrations to guarantee that others do 
not have their rights abridged because the 
marchers get out of hand. Anything else 
must ultimately mean reactionary violence 
and even open warfare in the streets of our 
cities. 


In backing 
nonviolent 
marches 
Dr. 


King writes "the time has come for a 
return to mass nonviolent protest. . . . We 
have, through massive nonviolent 
action, 


an opportunity to creatp a new spirit of 
class and racial harmony." But if a handful 
of demonstrators turn to violence as they 
did in Memphis, the result will be chaos 
and bloodshed beyond anything we have 
yet experienced.

WASHINGTON (AP) - A fa- 


vorite belief around Congress is 
that theirs is a government of 
laws, not of men lake the bal- 
anced budget, early adjourn- 
ment and other fond congres- 
sional dreams, it frequently 
proves illusory. 


Last year, after considerable 


effort and painful compromis- 
ing, Congress voted to continue 
the antipoverty program with, it 
thought, a major change in the 
way Community Action pro- 
grams operated. 


Instead of having them run by 


private groups operating inde- 
pendently of the local govern- 
ment, Congress said elected 
public officials should either di- 
rect the programs themselves 
or pick the agency that does. 


Clear Language 


To its authors, the language of 


the amendment seemed clear 
and unequivocal: States, coun 
ties or city governments would 
take over the Community Action 
agencies. The amendment's op- 
ponents felt 
the same way 


They dubbed it the "city hall' 
amendment and said it put the 
Community Action agencies un- 
der the thumb of politicians. 


So it came as something of a 


shock to supporters of the 
change when the Office of Eco- 
nomic Opportunity issued its 
proposed guidelines last month 
to implement the new law. Their 
main thrust seemed to be to en- 
courage public officials to keep 
out of the picture and designate 
existing agencies to carry on.

amendment, Rep. Edith Green, 
D-Ore., registered the heaviest 
shock.

Engine Failures Might 
Delay Apollo Mission

would not have conducted the 
mission. We would go to the al- 
ternate earth orbit mission." 


The main goal of the flight 


was to establish whether the Sa- 
turn 5 could safely orbit an 
Apollo 
spacecraft. 
Because 


it did achieve this goal — 
even 
though the orbit was 


wrong—there still is a possibili- 
ty the next Saturn 5 will be 
manned. 


"We'll have to carefully ex- 


amine the data for several days 
before we can make a decision 
on how Serious the problem is 
and whether the next Saturn 5 is 
manned," Phillips said. 


"Because of the early shut- 


down of the two second-stage 
engines," he added, "there is no 
question that this has been less 
than a perfect mission. But 
there are many things to be 
pleased with about the flight. 
For one thing, we proved that 
liquid rocket engines can fail, 
but not catastrophically."

Thunders Away 


The monster rocket, tall as a 


36-story building and weighing 
3,105 tons, thundered away from 
Cape Kennedy at 7 a.m., EST, 
after a flawless countdown. 


The scream of its five first- 
tage engines, generating 8.5 
miMon pounds of thrust, as- 
saulted the ears of newsmen 
three and one-half miles away 
as the Saturn 5 climbed majesti- 
cally into a clear sky on a tow- 
aring pillar of fire. 


The first stage worked per- 


fectly, kicking the second stage 
free some 40 miles above the 
earth 2% minutes after blastoff. 


The 
five 
hydrogen-powered 


second stage engines, flashed to 
life for a planned burn of nearly 
six minutes, but engines No. 2 
and 3 cut off about two minutes 
early, shifting the burden to the 
three remaining engines which 
consumed all the fuel. 


As a result, the second, stage 


burned 58 seconds longer than 
intended. 


Low on Speed 


Still, the rocket was low on 


speed. So the guidance system 
computer commanded the third 
stage to burn for a total of 170 
seconds to achieve orbit—29 sec- 
onds more than planned. 


This depleted 10 tons of addi- 


tional fuel that the space agency 
had hoped would be saved for a 
restart of the third stage after 
the satellite had circled the 
globe for two orbits. 


The loss of 10 tons of fuel also 


prevented the rocket from orbit- 
ing a record 142-ton satellite.

D e v e lopment Administration 
(EDA) 
supplementary aids for 


continuing f e d e r a l programs 
may be available to certain 
Northeastern Wisconsin Region- 
al Planning Commission mem- 
bers. 


The money has been ear- 


marked for "the Upper Great 
Lakes Commission (UGLC) to 
assist areas eligible for EDA 
funds but unable to meet match- 
ing fund requirements of other 
federal programs. UGLC was 
set up in 1965 and serves the 
upper portions of Wisconsin, 
Michigan and Minnesota. 


This money must be encum- 


bered by June 30, the end of the 
fiscal year, making it improb- 
able that federal programs not 
near approval or already oper- 
ating will receive these funds. 


The funds are for construction 


or acquisition of land for con- 
struction of a project which will 
directly stimulate l o n g - t e r m 


employment. This and other 
EDA 
criteria — the project 


must promote tourism and have 
a regional impact — have been 
adapted by the UGLC for dis- 
tributing these funds.
